Long Beach State dominates All-Big West awards once again 


James Ennis wins Player of the Year, and Dan Monson wins Coach of the Year.

The Big West Conference Player 
of the Year Award will stay at Long 
Beach State for a third consecutive 


year, as.senior guard/forward James 
Ennis followed up Casper Ware’s two 
player of the year awards with one of 
his own on Monday. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson won 
Big West Coach of the Year for the 


‘third time as well, and four 49ers were 


named to all-conference teams. En- 
nis and sophomore point guard Mike 


Caffey were first-team selections and 
junior transfers Keala King and Tony 
Freeland were honorable mentions. 

“I think it’s a great accomplishment 
that [Ennis] wins Player of the Year 
and that he and Caffey get first-team 
all-league,” Monson said. 

Monson also said that without the 
team’s conference-winning effort, the

Long Beach Organic 
Inc. turns vacant 
urban lots into 
community gardens.

Every Saturday, Cal State Long 
Beach students can be found scat- 
tered throughout the city getting into 
deep dirt — for a cause, of course. 

Students are getting their hands 
dirty to help the nonprofit Long 
Beach Organic Inc. transform barren 
lots of land into community gardens 
that provide green spaces for sus- 
tainable food production as well as 
feed the homeless. 

“Academically, these students are 
learning about sustainability and 
agriculture, and they are applying 
these principles in a hands-on way,” 
Garden’ Director for Long Beach 
Organic Joseph Corso said. “I hope 
they also learn how management of 
a nonprofit and a membership orga- 
nization works.” 

Long Beach Organic Inc. was 
founded in 1994 and locates urban 
vacant lots belonging to public and 
private owners and turns them into 
community gardens, Corso said. 

The nonprofit organization has 
eight community gardens spread 
throughout Long Beach, with a 
CSULB intern assigned to each one, 
‘according to Corso. The students’ 
responsibilities include working 
with the gardeners as well as com- 
posting and managing demonstra- 
tion gardens, which grow produce 
that is mostly donated to the -Long 
Beach Rescue Mission. 

The majority of students are vol- 
unteers and interns from the CSULB 
geography department and environ- 
mental science and policy program 
who have an interest in agriculture 
and working for nonprofit organiza- 
tions, Corso said. 

The gardens are open to the public, 
and plots can be rented in six-month

“It grabbed my attention; but it’s 
not going to sway the way I vote,” 
sophomore art major Jennifer Gray 
said. 

Senior engineering major Ka- 
mran Adlparvar said executive 
candidates Sean Zent and Larry 


Toney’s sign, which displays a Vic- 
toria’s Secret model, caught his eye 
the most. 

Adlparvar and Geisler also 
said that Haberstroh and Bolin’s 
farmers market sign, which reads, 
“Who doesn’t want a farmers mar- 
ket brought on campus? Commu- 
nists ... that’s who. We will bring 
you what you ‘want,” wasn’t very 
effective. 

“It seems like they don’t know 
what communism is,” Geisler said. 
“The farmers market is a commu- 
nist concept ... with the communi- 
ty Coming together for the greater 
good.”

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International students to translate personal documentary to TV 


The show will depict 
exchange students’ 
experience in Long 
Beach.

International graduate student 
Ronan de Suin’s decision to film his 
experience as an exchange student in 
Long Beach resulted in a 40-minute 
documentary named “One of a Kind” 
— which has so far reeled in. more than 


37,000 views on Youtube. 

Now, de Suin and his best friend, 
Adam Swaby, are working to turn “One 
of a Kind” into a TV show. 

When presented with an assignment 
in his screen writing class, de Suin 
said that he decided to write a screen- 
play based on his documentary. He 
later handed a copy of the screenplay 
to Swaby, an international student from 
England and senior film major. 

“(My first thought] was that this 
is just awesome,” Swaby said, “and 
that it would work really well as a TV 
show.” 

De Suin said that after receiving his 
bachelor’s degree from CSULB, he at 
first planned to return home and work 


toward his master’s degree in France. 
However, when Swaby said de Suin 
should film his TV show in the U.S., de 
Suin decided to follow his friend’s sug- 
gestion. 

While the original “One of a Kind” 
follows de Suin’s personal experiences 
in California, the new project aims to 
create a TV show about the unique ex- 
periences of international students liy- 
ing and studying on exchange in Long 
Beach. 

“We think Americans can relate to it 
because they can see what people from 
other cultures think about their coun- 
try,” de Suin said. “People from home 
either have been through the same kind 
of experiences or have dreamt about 


them, which is the point of television, 
after all — you want to travel and es- 
cape your routine.” 

De Suin and Swaby plan to start 
shooting the pilot of the TV show on 
April 15. They said it will portray a 
regular day in the life of an exchange 
student, for whom all surroundings are 
new. ; ; 

“Some of it is obviously exaggerated 
because it’s fiction,” de Suin said. “But 
most of it could’ve definitely happened 
to us.” 

In order to-raise funds for the pilot, 
the pair said that they turned to indi- 
egogo.com, an online fundraising plat- 
form that allows companies and indi- 
viduals to donate money in exchange 


for a tiered system of rewards. 
So far, more than $9,000 has been 


“raised toward their goal of $12,350, 


which will allow them to- use profes- 
sional equipment for the TV show. 

“We want to do the best possible job 
that we can do [with the project],” Swa- 
by said. “So far, the Indiegogo cam- 
paign has been going really well. We 
are pitching [the project] to companies, 
places we’ve interned, friends, family, 
school and to the general public.” 

All money raised through indiegogo. 
com/oneofakind will go toward pre- 
production, including castings, fund- 
raising, merchandising and equipment. 
Both actors and crew will volunteer 
their time for free. 
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intervals for personal use, Corso said. 

This semester, interns will help work 
on a new garden built and grown in 
Downtown Long Beach. 

“We are helping build a stronger 
community through organic farming 
and sustainable living,” senior geogra- 
phy student Taylor Bell said. “It’s nice

Long Beach Organic Ine.’s partner- 
ship with CSULB started in spring 
2011, and the organization has since 
doubled its membership and garden 
space, Corso said. 

The organization also benefits from 
the philanthropy work of student or- 
ganizations, including the President’s 
Scholars Program and fraternity Delta 
Chi. 

“T help Long Beach Organic because 


~ they beautify these lots that would oth- 


erwise be unoccupied, full of trash and 
unproductive,” senior environmental 
science and policy major Kris Lee said. 
“And I have since learned a lot about 
the biology and ecology behind garden- 
ing.” 


Corso said that many of the students 
began their internships with little gar- 
dening experience. 

“Many people like-the idea of ag- 
riculture but never tried it before, and 
it’s interesting to see it actually take 
place,” he said. 

Lee said the internship gave him 
experience in a nonprofit organization, 
and it provided networking opportuni- 
ties with gardeners who have extensive 
experience in the field of gardening and 
landscaping. 

“The fulfillment you feel from seeing 
a community come together to build a 
garden is great,” Lee said. “Long Beach 
Organic provides a place for people to 
just do something they all have in com-

John Haberstroh .and Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon -Bolin received “Go 
Long Beach” awards from Long 
Beach Vice Mayor Robert Garcia on 
Wednesday night, a recognition that 
Garcia said shines light on the often- 
overlooked work that Cal State Long 
Beach’s student government does for 
its campus. 

Go Long Beach awards were given to 
25 community leaders who have made 
noteworthy impacts on the Long Beach 


community, Garcia said. Haberstroh 
and Bolin were the only members of 
a student government to receive the 
award. 

“Every year that I’ve been vice 
mayor, we’ve given out Go Long Beach 
awards, which are awarded for individ- 
uals in the Long Beach community that 
represent the spirit of Long Beach,” 
Garcia said. “We wanted to recog- 
nize the work [Haberstroh and Bolin] 
have done for [CSULB], as well as the 
work student government has done for 
[CSULB].” 

Garcia, who served as CSULB’s ASI 
president in 2000, said that ASI often 
goes unnoticed even though its work 
for CSULB is important. 

“It’s a large student population, 
and there are a lot of students that live 
there,” he said. “It’s a big job, and we 
wanted to show them our appreciation.”

Bolin said he was honored to receive 
the award and that he appreciated the 
acknowledgement.

Bolin said that he believes new poli- 
cies and activities implemented by ASI 
this year helped lead to his and Haber- 
stroh’s receiving the Go Long Beach 
award. 

“I think we’ve done a little some- 
thing different, and I think it’s been 
noticed,” he said. “It feels good when 
you're working hard and you finally get 
recognized.”

New online application 
manages rent, roomates 


Zenrow allows 
tenants to pay rent 
through PayPal.

Every month, tenants run through 
the same routine: find out which bills to 
pay, keep tabs on who has to pay those 
bills and make sure the bills are paid on 
time. 

Now, however, roommates can avoid 
the confusion by managing household 
bills all in one place — on a computer. 

A new and free online app, called 

Zenrow, allows roommates to sign up 
and invite others to join their “home 
base,” which is the layout of the app. 
Bills and rent can be added to the home 
base and settled by sending a secure 
payment through PayPal. A house pic- 
‘ture, nickname and a whiteboard for 
house notes can also be added to the 
home base, Zenrow co-founder Luke 
Langon said. 


“Our new home base brings all of 
this together so that roommates can 
get everything done in one place, from 
anywhere at anytime,* Langon said. 


- “The standard process and subsequent 


headaches really aren’t necessary.” 

The idea for the app came from per- 
sonal experiences of the app’s founding 
team, who tried to solve these problems 
for themselves. ; 

“[We] had a deep-seated need for 
Zenrow,” Langon said. “At a certain 
point, every roommate gets fed up 
with the long process of handling rent 
and bills between each other. We were 
tired of reminding [roommates] repeat- 
edly through text and email and wait- 
ing weeks or even months to get reim- 
bursed.” ; 

The app’s home base displays the 
outstanding bills between roommates, 
Langon said. Once a bill has been paid, 
it moves to the account history so that 
users can reference the past payments. 
Roommates who have paid are marked 
as green, which makes it easier to keep 
track of who pays for what, according 
to Langon. 

Chris Jewers, a junior English major 
at Cal State Long Beach, said it’s hard 
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Zenrow provides a home base that organizes payment information for each tenant. 


to keep track of what he and his room- 
mates owe each other when splitting 
the bills. He said that he found the app 
easy to navigate because of its step-by- 
step process and basic format. 
“[Zenrow] is a clever yet simple way 
to keep track of bills,” Jewers said. “It’s 
also personal; you can add a picture and 
leave notes for each other as reminders. 


I will definitely use it, as it will lessen 
the hassle of paying each other back 
and make it easier to keep track of what 
we owe.” 

Alexander Montoya, a junior engi- 
neering major, said the app is a great 
tool to both manage and pay bills. 

“Tt can be awkward to remind friends 
of money that needs to be paid, and [us- 


ing the app] would prevent those awk- 
ward moments,” he said. 

Langon said. the community of 
roommates using Zenrow is growing 
every day. The app is available online 
at www.zenrow.com, and a mobile 
version of the app for iPhones will be 
available in the Apple App Store in a 
few weeks.

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Student uses maze to represent life’s challenges 


Ji Sun Park’s exhibition is an 
interactive maze that symbol- 
izes her journey to discover 
her passion.

Brightly colored pop art castles and palaces line the 
walls of “Maze Routes,” the piece that forms the on 
campus art exhibition “Desire.” 

Master of Fine Arts and printmaking student Ji Sun 
Park’s exhibition is an interactive maze piece and a 
sympathetic reflection of social expectations of some- 
one pursuing a successful career. 

Park is originally from South Korea, where the 
pressures of wealth and improvement of social stand- 
ing are something that everybody has to endure, ac- 
cording to Park. 

“When I was young [I would say], ‘I want to be an 
artist,” Park said. “But people would always tell me 
“No, an artist is not a good job.” 

Park created “Maze Routes,” a labyrinth-like 
path, which is a visual representation of the psycho- 
logical path Park traveled in-order to find her place 
as an artist, Park said. The maze is decorated with 
brightly colored images of Disneyland castles, Ko- 
rean palaces and European dollhouses. 

Park said each of the buildings represents the fan- 
tasy of a higher social standing. 

“[Disneyland is] all about fantasy to me; even 
America is like a fantasy,” Park said. “In Korea, if you 
get a degree in America, you may have a better chance 
to get a good job.” 

The Korean palaces and the European dollhouses 
are also displayed because both suggest wealth and 
social status, according to Park. 

The building images are made from stencils Park 
made from Linocut, a type of cork material. She then 
painted the buildings on the see-through vinyl walls 
using her stencils. There are 22 clear vinyl sheets that 
make up the “Maze Routes.” 

At the center of the maze is another one of Park’s 
pieces, “Failure’s Room.” 

“Failure’s Room” symbolizes the place where fail- 
ures lock themselves away. 

“They want to hide from others’ gaze,” Park said. 
“That’s why they lock themselves inside.” 

The piece is a small box made out of the same clear 
vinyl as the maze. It also shares the same designs of 
Disneyland castles, Korean palaces and European 
dollhouses.

‘Niners must solve recent issues to win the Big West tournament

Yesterday afternoon, Long Beach 
State head coach Dan Monson was sit- 
ting in his office, his hand grasping the 
remote control to his flat-screen TV. He 
had just been named Big West Coach of 
the Year for the third time and senior 
star James Ennis had just won Player of 
the Year honors, but you wouldn’t know 
that by the look on his face. 

That’s because he was watching the 
tape from Sunday’s blowout loss to Pacific. 

The score on the screen read Pacific 
55, LBSU 34 with 10 minutes to go. 
The Tigers were in the middle of a 16-0 
run that without a doubt exposed the 
weaknesses Monson was looking for. 
The ‘Niners would eventually lose the 
game 71-51. 

Sunday’s defeat was the latest strug- 
gle for a 49ers team that has lost three 
of its last four games. The single win in 
that stretch clinched the regular season 
Big West championship for the ‘Niners, 
but the three losses may better reflect 
the current state of the team. 

That, isn’t what The Beach wants go- 
ing into the Big West tournament. 

The 49ers had a hard time winning at 
home and on the road during their final 


games. They had to overcome a 33-24 
halftime deficit against UC Davis to 
win their final conference home game 
and then had an ugly performance in a 
loss to Stephen F. Austin in the Ramada 
Worldwide BracketBuster game. 

Following the game against SFA, 
LBSU was out-shot and out-rebounded 
in a loss to UC Irvine, a team it had 
beaten by 22 earlier in the year. It then 
won by one at UC Davis to clinch the Big 
West title, but the result would have been 
the opposite if the Aggies hadn’t missed 
a jumper with the clock winding down. 

Then came the-20-point pounding at 
the hands of Pacific. 

At a time of year when things are 
supposed to be coming together for tal- 
ented teams, the 49ers are having trou- 
ble finding consistency. They haven’t 
been able to develop the chemistry that 
last year’s squad had, but in their de-

fense, Casper Ware and company had 
four years to improve their act. This 
team has had about three months. 

While the late eligibility of trans- 
fers Keala King and Tony Freeland is a 
legitimate excuse for the 49ers’ strug- 
gles, nobody is looking for excuses at 
this time of year. Excuses don’t earn 
any points on the scoreboard, and they 
certainly don’t get teams to the NCAA 
tournament. 

The Beach shouldn’t have too much 
trouble taking care of Cal State Ful- 
lerton in the first round of the Big West 
tournament, but it’s a different story af- 
ter that. Monson will need his team to 
be at its best to get past the upper tier of 
Big West opponents and secure a sec- 
ond straight NCAA tournament bid. 

Put simply, the 49ers need to play 
better than they have been lately to re- 
turn to the big dance.

Monson led The Beach to a third 
straight regular-season title despite los- 
ing four starters from last year’s’ squad. 
He also took on the task of introducing 
three transfers to the starting lineup, two 


“of which weren't eligible until midseason. 


“The thing that makes this one special 
is that we [won the Big West] with four 
new starters,’ Monson said. “To lose what 
we lost last year and get another group to 
come in and buy in and not accept that we 
have to rebuild, but that we can reload ... 
to win the league is a big deal.” 

A couple notable 49ers not included 


on the Big West’s all-conference press 
release were junior transfer Dan Jennings 
and senior sixth-man Peter Pappageorge. 
Jennings finished second on the team in 
rebounds, and Pappageorge shot a team- 
leading 38 percent on 3-point attempts. 
“You're always hoping for more,” Mon- 
son said. “I would have liked to have seen 
Pappageorge win sixth man of the year, 


and I would have liked to have seen Jen- 
nings get honorable mention. He, Keala 
[King] and Tony [Freeland] all had games 
where they were very important for our 
league championship. They just weren’t 
as consistent as Mike [Caffey] and James 
[Ennis], but they all deserved in certain 
games to be recognized.” 

On the women’s side, center Devin 


Hudson and guard Alex Sanchez earned 
All-Big West honorable mention nods. 

Both the men’s and women’s basketball 
will take on Cal State Fullerton in the first 
rounds of their respective Big West tourna- 
ments. The men will play at 6 p.m. Thurs- 
day at the Honda Center in Anaheim, and 
the women will play at 6 p.m. Thursday at 
Bren Events Center in Irvine. 
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
